JEWS AND THE NEW GOVERNMENT. 

SINCE in the opinion of those who are chietly responsible for the 
affairs of State such an arrangement is called for, we, in common 
with every other section of the population, welcome the formation of a 
new Government which combines almost all parties in the country. 
The coalition does but signalise in governing circles the unanimity whch 
characterises the whole nation. The Government which has thus come 
into power at a moment of unparalleled crisis is assured of the whole- 
hearted support of all I:nglishmen, regardless of political or religious 
creed, and the Jews of this country, as good citizens, will certainly do all 
in their power to help forward its momentous mission. At the same 
time we are reluctantly compeiled to draw attention toa striking feature 
in the personnel of the Government. No Jew now figures in the Cabinet, 
If this were simply an-accidental result of the re-shutfling of offices, 
due to exigencies of State or the natural difficulty of providing for al] 
Parties in a single Cabinet, we should have not a word to say. The 
PREMIER was entitled, indeed it was his duty, to choose his colleagues 
in the manner which he thought best for the country, and not in 
accordance with the claims of any particular individual or any 
particular community. But the facts as they reach us are quite 
different in character. They were first made public in the Jewish 
World on Wednesday last-—and therefore reached that journal before 
the list of the new Cabinet appeared in print—and they point to a 
definite, foregone determination on the part of those who were most 
prominent in forcing the present crisis to rule out all Jews from the 
new Cabinet. That is to say, the desirability or otherwise of retaining 
for the Cabinet men who had rendered brilliant service to the country 
and who were Jews was never allowed to be discu Against them 
was set a bar because they were Jews. Now, if this story be correct— 
and we should pay no heed to it had it not been received as we know 
from a most reliable source—a situation in regard to Jews has been 
produced which would not have been entertained by any serious-minded 
person, but would have been dismissed as impossible in this country 
not many months ago.

A GrRiEvouS SET-BACK. 
THAT it should have arisen and become a detinite political fact is a 
matter of the most ominous character and a grievous set-back, not 
merely to the Jews of Great Britain but to the whole cause of liberty 
which has hitherto been triumphant in these islands. We are writing; 
of course, on the assumption that the information is correct. 
again repeat that its source is so authoritative that, much as we should 
prefer it to be otherwise, we find great difficulty in rejecting as untrue 
the statement that has been conveyed to us. We have to confess, 
too, that a perusal of the names of those included in the new Govern- 
ment, as well as of those who, previously holding places inthe Cabinet, 
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are now excluded, goes far to confirm its truth. Those who have gone 
—like Viscount HALDANE—are almost in every case those who on one 
plea or another have had fastened upon them a sort of suspicion manu- 
factured mainly in certain quarters that have constantly shown their 
Chauvinistic and anti-Jewish bias. Ifa wholly unworthy and unjustifi- 
able prejudice has really invaded the seat of the British Government 
thenas Englishmen quite as much as Jews it will be for our community 
to watch and protest. As Jews we will go on doing our duty by our 
country till the last ounce of our strength. And, there can be nothing 
but praise for Mr. Hi kRBERT SAMUEL and Mr. Epwin MONTAG! who, 
excluded from positions in the Cabinet which they held, have notwith- 
Standing the reason for that exclusion which must have reached them 
as it has reached us, placed their services at the disposal of the 
country in comparatively minor capacities because called upon so to 
do. But we cannot forbear from asking, if the attitude to Jews in 
England be such as we fear it has been in regard to the formation of 
the new Government, while war is still raging and our sons are manfully

JEWISH WOMEN AND THE WAR. 

WE can commend very earnestly the annual report of the Jew:sh 
Association for the Protection of Girls and Women to the attention of 
all our readers. The work of the Association, even in peace time, is 
one of unusual importance for members of the Jewish race. But the 
stress of war has given this organisation an added consequence and 1s 
likely to increase 
it. As is pointed out in the report, war, with all-its horrible brood, 
is stalking through many of the great Jewish nent. 
It has given a new sharpness to the pangs of hunger in those areas, a 
new poignancy to the old dangers, a new weight to the already 
crushing burden of destitution and sorrow. end of the War 
may see the wretched Jewish womanhood of Eastern Europe exj osed 
to a graver peril than has e\ er beset it in times gone by. Emiffration 
will, if it gets a chance, be greatly stimulated and, as the Neport 
points out, “the number of unprotected girls and women will be very 
large.” We feel sure that the community could not contempiate 
without a feeling of the utmost pain a wandering of Jewish women 
from the desolated areas of the War, unprotected by the vigilance of 
the Association. That vigilance which alone, in so many. instances, 
stands between -woethy womanhood and the hel! and damnation of a 
life of shame, is impossible unless the Jewish Association is fortified 
by subscriptions and donations enabling it to carry on its splendid 
work throughout the very difficult period before it.

IN THE PROVINCES. 
PROVINCIAL Jews are, unhappily, largely represented in the 
heavy list of casualties which appears in our war news this week. Ecth. 
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privates and officers have suffered severely in the fightimg which has 
taken place recently, and we are grieved to see that several of our 
coreligionists have fallen victims to the poison-gas abomination which 
has played such havoc in the allied lines. The conduct of a young 
Canterbury Jew, Private JAcons, of the Second Home Counties Field 
Ambulance, in carrying away a wounded man on his back under a hot 
shell fire, is a very apt illustration of the spirit which animates Jews in 
this war. Another illustration is to be found in the proposal to form a 
Jewish platoon of the Leeds Athletic Volunteer Force. The scheme 
has been initiated by the LokD MAyor, which, in some eyes at all 
events, may stamp it with a value that it could not have aspired 
to if it had only had a Jewish origin. The manner in which the 
Jewish unit idea re-asserts itself is certainly interesting, and if the 
Leeds plan should come to anything it might provide sotne valuable 
experience—and perhaps a precedent—for the more ambitious design 
of-a Jewish Unit, which has so far failed of effect in England. 
An echo of the dear food difficulty comes to us from Leeds this 
week. High prices for meat mean reduced consumption, and this 
in its turn, it is feared, means diminished income for the local 
Shechita Board. Similar bodies must have the same trouble facing 
them elsewhere. Lor, dear meat spells extra difficulties for Jews in 
two ways. While it adds to the price of an article of food which ts 
normally more expensive when kosher than otherwise, it may also 
interfere with, the communal work which is bound up with the 
mrosperity of the Shechita boards. 


The New Ministry. 


POSTS FOR MR. HERBERT SAMUEL AND THE 
HON. EDWIN MONTAGU. 


Mr. Herbert Samuel and the Hon. Edwin Montagu are not included 
in the new Cabinet. Posts have been assigned to them in the Ministry ; 
Mr. Samuel becomes Postmaster-General and Mr. Montagu Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury. These are the offices they held before theft appointment to the 
Cabinet posts they have just vacated. 

The Daily News, discussing the new Cabinet in a leading article, refers to the 
disappearance of eight members of the old Liberal Government. ‘Of these,” says 
our contemporary, “several have done good service, but the only two whose 
absence from a Coalition Government will excite regret are Lord Haldane and Mr. 
Herbert Samuel. Mr. Herbert Samuel was one of the ablest and most hard- 
working members of the late Government, and if efficiency had been the leading 
consideration ought certainly to have been kept.” 

The Globe, also writing before the new appointments of Mr. Samuel and Mr. 
Montagu became known, said :—" It is interesting to note that the new Govern- 
ment is without a single member of the Jewish race, although at one time three, 
Sir Rufus Isaacs, Mr. H. Samuel, and Mr. Montagu were included in the Radical 
Ministry. Mr. Samuel! is by common consent one of the ablest of our younger 
men, and many who do not agree with him in politics will regret his absence 
from the Coalition.”

THE EFFECTS OF THE WAR, 

The annual report of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and 
Women states that the war has stopped the influx of unprotected girls to our 
shores, but has brought a shoal of refugees—-Belgian, Russian, and Polish Jews— 
into England. The Association had thus to be prepared for fresh and pressing 
emergencies. By opening the emergency workrooms it was able, at the very 
beginning of the war, to provide employment for girls, who, by being thrown out 
of their usual trades, stood in danger of starvation. As many as two hundred and 
twenty girls were thus occupied, and a difficult and dangerous period tided. over. 
The report points out that asa result of the war the streets have become more 
alive with interest than they have ever been before, and that a new cause for 
unrest has therefore arisen. It has become more difficult, for instance, to bring 
the girls willingly into Charcroft House, and when there to retain and influence 
them. 

The re-organisation and centralisation of the offices has proved an unqualified 
success. The war has adversely affected the finances of the Association. The 
report mentions that it will only be by practising most rigid economy that the 
Association will be able to carry on its work. 

Coming to details, it is stated that the Association's inspectors aided the staff 
of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter at the docks and railway stations. When girls 
arrived alone they took charge of them; as many as was possible were accom- 
modated at the Sara Pyke House, and lodgings were found for others elsewhere. 
Many girls came for help and advice, and situations were found for some, while 
work was given to others in the Emergency Workrooms. The report makes 
the serious statement that “it is to be feared that immorality is rather 
increasing than diminishing.” This is attributed partly to the growing laxity of 
parental control, to the facility with which undesirable companions are therefore 
abie to lead girls astray, and “to the dull meanness of their daily surroundings.” 

It is stated that the Association's Committees in the provinces have greatly 
felt the effects of the war. At Hull, Grimsby, and Southampton the work has come 
to a standstill. Moreover, the international work of the Gentlemen's Committee 
has been checked. *‘ War,” the report points out, “ aiways brings misery and want 
in its train. Thousands of breadwinners will have been killed, thousands of Jewish 
homes will have been shattered. The war in all its horror is now in the midst of 
many Jewish centres of Central Europe. The number of unprotected girls and 
women will be very large. Poverty was there before the war: now it will be 
vastly increased. There will be much for Jewish societies todo, and we must be 
ready to bear our share of the burden.” 

In all, one thousand four hundred and fifty-three cases were dealt with during 
the year, including 749 cases of girls passing through and leaving England, who 
were looked after during the whole of their journey to other countries until their 
destination was reached. The Gentlemen's Committee state that they. look injo 
the near future with some anxiety. ‘‘ We foresee,” they add, “ that peace, when it 
comes, will bring us much increase of work, with which we shall be unablé to dea! 
effectively, unless we receive the continued and generous support of ‘ail our friends.”

HERBERT BENTWICH, 
SOME TRIBUTES. 
From THe Rey. J. F. STERN.

From my own sorrowing heart a word of deepest sympathy must go forth to 
my sorrowing kinsman and his children in the irreparable loss they have sustained 
at this sad time when so many Jewish homes are being darkened by the passing of 
a dear and precious life which brought joy and sunshine to the loved ones who 
yathered around the sacred altar at which the beloved dead ministered and inspired 
by precept and example. Susie Bentwich was one of these. Like Susanna, the 
pure and noble hergine of the Apocryphal story, her namesake was a woman that 
feared the Lord. Like her, she had been trained and nurtured in an ideal Jewish 
home by righteous parents who “ taught their daughter according to the Law of 
Moses,” and that Law of lovingkindness created the atmosphere in which she lived 
her life within the home of the devoted husband whose heart trusted in her and in 
many another home to which she went to bring comfort and help and hope to sisters 
in faith whose lives were less blessed and less joyous than her own. The Maternity 
Home and Sick-Room Helps’ Society, in whose work among our poor Jewish 
mothers Susie Bentwich took an active part, loses by her death one of that noble 
band of sisters of mercy, whose loving labours have brought and are bringing day 
by day, light and hope and strength to many an abode of darkness and want in 
this vast dreary wilderness of East London. As one of the ministrants of the 
Chevra Kadisha, following the lead of her husband, she bravely faced sorrow and 
death in performing those pious acts of Gemiluth Chesed to the living and the 
dead, by which we express our kinship with all the children of the Brotherhood 
of Israel and our faith in the Fatherhood of the God of all. In many a 
perplexing case she sought and readily availed herself of such advice and 


_guidance as I was able to give her, and at times permitted me to be the 


medium of her private benefactions. Only a few weeks ago she wrote 
to me from her sick bed soliciting my services in giving efiect to her 
wish that the necessary steps should be taken to secure the protection of 
our English marriage law for a young native Jewess who had been wedded in 
accordance with our Jewish rites in some Belgian village whither she had recently 
returned with her husband as refugees to these shores. In befriending such 
forlorn wanderers she was but giving expression to the strength and beauty of this 
maternal love which has been the crown of Jewish womanhood, and in which 
Susie Bentwich found life's highest joy and noblest association. ‘Her children 
rise up and call her happy . . . . and let her works praise her in the gates.”

“1 have lost a friend!” How many of us are saying this at this moment, 
sorrowing at the death of Susie Bentwich. For indeed she was a true friend to al! 
who sought her sympathy, and many a lame dog she has helped over a stile, and 
he has been a better and a happier man because Mrs. Bentwich held out her hand 
to grasp his hand. Full of vigour and with a great capacity for work, she was 
strong with the strength of a well balanced mind. Broadminded—for though 
deeply religious herself, she was tolerant to others—she instinctively read character 
and looked for the better side of everyone whilst she understood his limitations. 
A perfect wife and perfect mother, her home was indeed, in Ruskin's words, “A 
Queen's Garden,” for surrounding her was an atmosphere of harmony and 
joyousness. The many who were privileged to enter that home met a gracious 
hostess : the wise man and the artist, the stranger and the humble, were made 
welcome alike. Not only within her home, but by a wide circle without, Susie 
Bentwich is mourned and her sweet memory will be treasured.

; Of disastrous and wicked assaults upon the lives and 
properties of those whose whole offence. as far as is known, is that they 
happen to have been born-in some spot situate in one of the yuntries 
which are to day enemies of this. Surely nothing more disgraceful 
has been manifested by those who claim themselv as. 
men, except, it may be, the excuses --or ~ the itions that 
certain newspapers ind. = certain public men ventured. to offer 
for the practical negation of all. law and order which the outrages 
formed. It was a‘ mob” -ilisation utterly foreign to civilised warfare. Another 


direction in which this agitation has proceeded is in the demand for the intern- 
ment of alien enemies of military age and the virtual deportation of the 
young and the old, both men and women. It is an easy thing to allow to slide 


off one’s tongue the word “internment,” or the other word, “ repatriation.” 
but they mean, as now formulated -by the Government, hardship 
and sorrow of the very gravest for the people concerned. They mean 
the break-up of familie the uprooting of men from the positions they 
have won for themselves in a life's struggle; the tearing away of husband 
from wife and wife from husband and both from child. These are some of 
the things which “internment” and “ repatriation’’ mean as they are 
to be applied to: the alien enemies in this country. No one can 
believe that. such measures as are being taken by the Government. 
are in all cases necessary for the safety of the realm. No one can 
believe that men and women, who for a lifetime have made 
England their home and have identified themselves with everything 


i-nglish,can suddenly become the active agents of the country’s enemies. To 
be sure, it is the business of the Government to take every necessary pre- 
caution for the safety of the country, and, as things are, some inconvenience 
and even some suffering. must come to the innocent as well as to the guilty. 
But this wholesale persecution of enemy aliens is clearly nothing more than 
retaliation ; retaliation for the abominable methods which Germany has 
employed in fighting this war, one of the most. glaring instances of which 
was the sinking of the “ Lusitania.” 


A NATION which descends to mere retaliation when fighting a great cause 
descends towards an unworthy level. It manifests its weakness and 
not its strength. Nothing can be held to justify such a wholesale disregard of 
a principle which is dearest to Judaism and should be dearest to Jews—the 
principle of consideration and kindness towards the stranger in our midst. 
For, in addition to fear for the safety of the realm, and in addition to 
a desire to retaliate, the Chanvinistic sentiment which disregards 
any nationality except one’s own as worthy of thought, worthy of any respect 
or recognition, has been at work. From that spirit'we Jews have suffered 
throughout our history. We have come upagainst it time and again in many 
a land. It is our business to watch its growth here with jealous anxiety. That 
England and the English people should have allowed themselves to harbour 
these sentiments will be for them a deeper matter for shame than will be 
experienced by other nations that just now are following the same lines. 
For England has been throughout her history not alone a bulwark of 
personal freedom, she has been the haven for the oppressed of all the 
world, In that character she has prospered wonderfully. It has given 
her a status among the nations of the world which nothing else could rival. 
That in respect to enemy aliens in her midst she shonld have felt herself 
compelled so far to travel from the highways of human freedom and justice; 
which she had raised np, as she has done of late, will be to her a matter for 
deep national sorrow when the cause of her lapse has long passed away. 


O show the extent to which this spirit has been allowed to animate 
those in England who in other circumstances would have spurned 

and despised it, we need but turn to the ugly rumour that has 
been persistent these last few days during which the Prime Minister has 
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been gathering together the new Government. We told that the fiat 
went forth that there were to be no Jews in the Cabinet, and that this 
is the reason why a Minister of proved sare of a high order such as 
Mr. Herbert Samuel. or cousin, Mr. Edwin Montagu, did 
remarkable work for the nation in India, are passed over in the allocation 
of Cabinet offices. As has been remarked in the vish World, no Jew would 
Or could complain if the offices held by either Mr, Herbert Samuel or ee 
L-dwin Mont; agu were filled by other men more useful from any poi Oo 
view to the Prime Minister at this 
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The Chanvinism which allows no thought of or con- 
sideration for any small nation—the Chauvinism to which Germany will 
have to look for her undoing—that, invariably, is anti-Semitic. It re be 
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even tf unhappily they should end—which we pray and hope will never 
be—in the non-success of this country in the present struggl all this will 
count as nothing compared with the loss of character and credit which will 
be England’s if by reason of the supposed exigencies of War she forgets the 
great principles of liberty and freedom, bends her neck to Chauvinism, and 
panders to the bias of anti-Semitism. 
HESE are hard words +o write, but we Jews must not live in a fool's 
paradise, so far as our position in this country is concerned. What 
was may not now be. What is now may not be in the future. We. will 
continue to give of our best in blood and treasure for the country we love. 
But let us not delude ourselves into believing that it will niinenentty follow that 
our sacrince will be appreciated. Let us not delude ourselves into supposing 
that it will cause the evil spirit that has-confronted us for ages to evaporate, 
None the less must we make our sacrifice for the sake of the country’s cause 
whatever may come of it tous Jews. That is the Jewish position. That 


real meaning s;—the true bitterness of-our exile.

GOVERNOR-GENERAL FOUNDATION STONE. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENTS.) 
Care Town. 

An interesting ceremony was performed last month at Cape Town, when 
Viscount Buxton, Governor-General of South Africa, laid the foundation stone of 
the new Jewish Orphanage which is to be built on a site charmingly situated on 
Oranjezicht Estate. Mr. J. Kadish having welcomed his Excellency, the cere 
mony was proceeded with. This was followed by an impressive prayer offered up 
the Kev. A. Il’. Bender 

he Governor-General then delivered an address, in the course of which he 
said that he felt it to be a compliment to be asked to lay the foundation stone of the 
Cape Jewish Orphanage. He was glad tothink, in laying that stone, that it was a 
proof of the great success which had attended the efforts of those who had begun 
the good work, of which that building was the continuation. When the new 
building was completed it would enable some fifty more orphans to be accommo- 
dated. He understood this was the only Jewish Orphanage in Cape Colony, and 
its claim for support was being acknowledged in all parts of South Africa, from as 
far off as the Congo. It spoke much for the value of the institution, inasmuch 
as it had been able to appeal successfully to so many who lived in far distant parts. 
** Perhaps I might say that we, who are not of your persuasion, Mr. Chairman,’’ 
Viscount Buxton continued, ‘are fully aware—and we envy it—of the immense 
care and solicitude which those of your race have for one another—(hear, hear)— 
and they set an example to those who are not of your race, and we envy the way 
you carry it out."’ Proceeding, His Excellency said that only a few days ago they 
had lost in England one’of the greatest men of the Jewish race, a man who in his 
time had done as much as any of them—he was referring to the late Lord 
Rothschild, who had been a friend of his, and he knew full well how proud Lord 
Rothschild was of being a Jew and how much he had felt and how much he had 
done for the race in which he took such a pride. His Excellency said he was quite 
Sure that among all citizens of the Dominions and of the United Kingdom there 
were none more loyal and more faithful than those of the Jewish race—(applause)— 


and in that they recognised the great unity which prevailed throughout the 
British Empire 
Viscount Buxton was thanked on the motion of the Rev. A. P. Bender 


seconded by Advocate M. Alexander, M.L.A.

In this particular instance the 
Opposition of the ancient Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, the only one to 
use this ritual in Canada, is likely to kill the scheme as far as they are concerned 
‘But if the Russo-Jewish congregations see their way to form some sort of Jewish 
religious union so much the better. While discussing the question of amalgama- 
tions it is well to point out that the proposal to federate the various charities which 
Was so much before the public last winter in Montreal once more ended in nothing 
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of importance being accomplished. It seems almost an impossibility to bring the 
divergent elements together, to cause the common good to be considered before 
individual distinction. Now, if ever, is the time when Montreal Jewry should do 
something big to cope with the terrible poverty in our midst and also to provide a 
big, broad, and efficient organisation that will be in @ position to cope with the 
work of providing for destitute emigrants which ts absolutely certain to be our lot 
after the present titanic c ynflict.

In addition to the numerous troubles arising from the war, a number of 
Jewish communities during the last few weeks suffered heavy losses asa result of 
loods and fires. At Slobodka, a suburb of Kieff not excluded from the Pale, two 
thousand of the poorest Jewish families lost many of their belongings. Tchernigoftt, 
Dwinsk, Minsk, Tcherkassi, Homel, Witebsk and Krementchug also suffered 
heavily. Conflagrations have also destroyed the best parts of the Jewish town- 
lets Ungeni (Bessarabia), Kamen (Witebsk), and Belitza (Wilna).

NOTED RABBI DEAD,

one of the most popular Crown Rabbis in Russia, a profound scholar, a distin- 
guished communal worker, and a brilliant writer. At one time he was Crown 
Rabbi of Wilna. He enjoyed the distinction of having been the editor of the first 
Hebrew daily paper in Russia, Hayom. . He also at one time edited the paper, 
the Russian Jew.

JEWISH BOYS AT PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
AN EXPERIMENT THAT FAILeEp. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From “ SPECTATOR.” 


The question of establishing Hebrew Classes in public day schools, as 
advocated by Rev. L. Canter, is not new. The experiment was tried under the best 
auspices, but it resulted in a lamentable failure—all the more regrettable, seeing 
that it was brought about by distinguished members of our community. 

Pome sepa years ago, the Council of University College School. acting upon 
ond beg not only established a Hebrew Class 
sh teacher and did not charge any fee to

‘After many years successful existence, the class received the 
clerical dignity of the Portuguese community.

been the practice from the first existence of the class). The reason for this arrange- 
ment was that Hebrew was taught asa language, and not as a religious adjunct to 
the work of the school which would have violated the pirit and letter of the 
constitation. The rev. gentlemen, however, strongly protested, and followed 
this up by an interview with the courteous Headmaster, Dr. Spenser, which inter- 
view, rumour says, was (on one side at least) of a very heated character.. The 
concession by the Headmaster, that this boy should be allowed to wear his cap, 
did not satisfy the father, who not only withdrew his son from the class, but used 
his influence with other parents to the same effect, with the result that only a very 
few pupils were left, and the class collapsed. | 

A second and still more favourable arrangement was deliberately refused by 
the clerical head of the Hampstead congregation. ; 

About four years ago the Council of the School invited the ministers of all 
denominations to arrange for religious instruction on Saturday mornings to pupils 
of thei: respective’ congregations. The offer was eagerly accepted by the various 
Christian bodies, but it was refused by our own people, on the ground that the 
want was amply provided for by the Religion Classes of Hampstead Synagogue. 

At that time there were about fifty Jewish boys at the school, of whom about 
six or seven, who boarded at Miss Chapman's house, were receiving Hebrew 
instruction, But of the forty odd who were not thus provided for, how many 
attended the Synagogue-Classes? Probably not half a dozen. What a splendid 
Opportunity was thus ‘deliberately thrown away! One can conceive of an earnest 
Jewish teacher instructing his class at 9 o'clock on Saturday morning and carrying 
the boys with him to the neighbouring synagogue, there to join in the Sabbath 
service and to listen to the exhortations of its excellent minister

Sik,—I have read with interest the letter by the Rev. L. Canter on “ Jewish 


Boys and Public Schools.” With your kind permission I should like to take thi: 
opportunity of saying that I heartily agree with the last paragraph of the lett 
which the writer says that parents do not exhibit cnough interest in the religious 
education of their children at public schools 


Apart from religious education, parents even see to it that their sons shall 
attend school on the most important Jewish holy daysof the year. I haveattended 
various public schools, and in one in particular, where there were perhaps only 20 
or 30 Jewish boys of a total of 400, instead of these being proud as Jews and faith 
ful to their religion, when asked as to whether they intended being absent on such 
holy days as the New Year, they said they preferred to be present fo do the 
ordinary school work. The result was that when I asked for permission to be 
absent on this important holy day, the headmaster refused ; and it was not until I 
almost threatened to appeal to the authorities that he saw that I was in earnest and 
reluctantly gave me permission, but not until he had made the unpleasant remark 
that from thence onward he would not be responsible for my education. 

I had to leave the school, although I knew my ideals would be shattered. I 
could - not stay at a school where I knew the headmaster was my “enemy,” and 
still more where I knew I could not obtain my religious freedom, This was only 
the fault of the other Jewish boys, or more, perhaps, of their parents, who were 
not at all anxious as to whether their sons attended school on holy days or not. 
Had the boys all stated that it was the express wish of their parents that they 
should be absent, I am certain that the headmaster would not have demurred in 
the least. 


New West End Synagogue. 


OLD ORDER OF SERVICE REVERTED TO. 

A special meeting of seatholders of the New West End Synagogue was held on 
Wednesday, to consider a recommendation of the Board of Management relative to 
the Sapbath Morning Service. 

Mr. NEVILLE D. Conen, the Senior Warden, who presided, said that at the 
last annual meeting of seatholders, it had been decided to refer to the Board the 


question of the order of service. The Board had gone fully into the matter 
would meet with 


and had come to a decision which they hoped the 
approval of all those interested in the services. It was the wish 
of the Wardens, the Board of Management, and all the seatholders 


that the service should be one that would secure a large attendance at 
synagogue and with that idea in view the alterations in the rituals had been made, 
The altered service had proceeded now for three years. He was personally in 
favour of continuing it, but was quite prepared and wishful to go with the 
majority of the seatholders. The recommendation of the Board was “ That the 
Sabbath morning service, except on New Moon and Festivals, commence with 
130 AD followed by T1O5 j'€ and the Reading of the Law.” To meet the wishes 
of those seatholders who wanted more English in the service the minister would, 
after the Torah had been returned to the Ark, read a portion of a psalm and 
prayer in the vernacular. During the war the special war-prayer authorised by 
the Chief Rabbi would be read. The whole service would conclude by 12 o'clock.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. lL. NESTOR-SCHNURMANN., 


HE powerful sermon recently preached by the Rev, Vivian Simmons 


at the Berkeley Street Synagogue. on the needs of Jewish boys 
attending the public schools. has called attention to a very unsatts- 
factory state of affairs. In many cases, unfortunately owing to 


the indifference of the parents themselves, Jewish lads at public schools 
obtain no religious teaching; in other instances they are actually forced to 
share the relig teaching in a faith other than that to which they belong. 

At Clifton and at Cheltenham for many years Jewish houses have been 
in existence, and from every point of view have amply justified their raison 
d'étre. Both these houses have given their quota of soldiers to the war and 
have already names inscribed on the roll of honour among those who have 
fallen tor their country. 

At Cheltenham, Mr. I. Nestor-Schnurmann established Corinth House, 
from which he only retired at the close of the past summer, and he was 
succeeded by Mr. Daniel Li Lipson, who worthily carries on the traditions ot 
the house. | 

In view of the attention at this moment being shown towards the 
Jewish houses at public schools, the position held by Mr, Nestor-Schnur- 
mann at Cheltenham, and the li: followed then and now at Corinth 
House, possess no little interest. ; 

It wa Spe ech d iy at Cheltenham College. and the Principal was begin- 
ning proceedings with his usual review of matters concerning the College. 
Dealing with certain changes in the personnel, he said: “ To those who had 
known the College for many vears and had watched the fortunes of Corinth 
House, it would be a matter of great regret to know that they were to lose 
Mr. Nestor-Schnurmann at the end of the term, after twenty-two years. 
Everybody who knew Mr. Schnurmann for a week appreciated his high 


qualities, and those who knew him longer regarded him as a very dear 
friend, and all wished him and: Mrs. Schnurmann joy and peace in their 
retirement.”’ 


Such were the attectionately appreciative words in which Canon Water- 
field, Principal -of Cheltenham College, alluded to the forthcoming retire 
ment of Mr. Nestor-Schnurinann, master of the Jewish House facing the 
College for upwards of twenty-two vears. 

Such a spontaneous outburst of affection and sympathy for a. Jewish 
master in a public school could not be otherwise than particularly accept- 
able to Jewish visitors in the audience, and when the charming and 
uluminative ceremony of speech day was over, | begged Mr. Nestor- 
Schnurmann (writes a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE) 
a little of his history and that of his house at Cheltenham. 

JEWS AND CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATES. 

Mr. Nestor-Schnurmann, however, has an intense dislike to anything in 
the nature of an interview and declared that he wished to retire in the same 
quiet and unobtrusive-fashion as he had carried on his work. ‘My ideal,” 
he. said, “ has ever been that the Christians, with whom my boys and I have 
been so intimately associated here, should learn and realise that we have 
noble-minded and high-thinking Jews living here in England. We have 
shown them, I think, in all these vears that the. Jewish boys deserve to be 
assoctated on an equal footing with those public school boys of other faiths 
who are the backbone of England. In this I feel confident we have 
succeeded. There is no anti-Semitic feeling here, nothing against the 
Jews in Cheltenham, and yet we came here unknown and untried and 
had to make our niche in the great College. I can hardly say how 
much I owe to the affection and friendship of Dr. James, on . whose 
advice I came here with some half a dozen Jewish boys and later on 
to the present Principal, with whom I have worked for fifteen years. 
Such privileges as were required for my boys have been given always 
ungrudgingly and liberally. Many an incident I could recount of the trouble 
to which masters have put themselves in order that our Jewish boys should 
be at no disadvantage through missing college on Saturday and on Festivals. 
The work is so arranged that they do on Sundayin my house what they miss 
on Saturday: they thus have the chance of obtaining full marks in every 
case, and actually the marks are made upa day late, that they can be 
included in all lists. I recall one occasion when a Jewish boy ought to have 
taken a practical chemistry lesson on Saturday and of course absented him- 
self. On Sunday morning his master stayed away from chapel and came to 
Corinth House and gave that boy the opportunity of doing what could not 
otherwise have been made up to him. At one time, when examination 
papers had to be taken on Saturday, it was arranged that each Jewish boy 
should have an amanuensis in order that he need not break his religion. 
Since then we make a point of fetching from the college papers that ought 
to be taken on Saturday, and they are done on Sunday when I invigilate for 
the boys.” 

And how about the life here ? 

“My boys have lived and associated with their schoolfellows. It has 
particularly been my aim that they should not be segregated. Each race 
must influence the other, and non-Jewish boys have been our guests here as 
freely as our boys have beeri to tea, etc., to the other houses.” 

HOW THE SABBATH IS. SPENT, 

In what fashion has the Sabbath been observed ? 

“As a day for happiess and recreation. After breakfast I hold a 
service in which I have always striven to inculcate the lessons and beauties 
of our religion. In the afternoon the boys play games, as I hold it is holier 
for them to be doing those things conducive to their physical development 
than to spend their time in loafing about. I have always been most anxious 
that Jewish boys should take a predominant role in athletics; it is good for 
them, as Jews have not given so much attention to these matters in the 
past, and it causes them to win the respect of those with whom they 
associate. We have won our full share of distinction on the. cricket and 
football fields, in all games, and especially in the military work carried on 
here. Nearly all our boys join the Officers’ Training Corps, and have done 
excellent work in shooting, etc., and obtained those promotions which fall 
to the most diligent. In chess, too, we have scored not a few victories.”

GOD IN NATURE. 

“He maketh the winds his angels, the flaming fire his ministering 
servants. —Psaim civ., 4 

The Psalm from which this text is taken has been styled the Divine 
Ode of Creation. It is a bright, living picture of God's creative power, 
pouring life and gladness throughout the universe. It embodies a recogu’ 
tion of the absolute dependence of the world upon its Creator. The great 
work of creation is not regarded here, as in the opening chapters of Genesis, 
as a work of the past merely. But the psalm reveals to us the great 
Worker still at work. The universe is not a machine set agoing a long 
time ago and then left to its fate. He who made the earth is constantly 
renewing the face thereof. For the rest, this beautiful hymn follows the 
plan of creation laid down in Genesis, The first chapter of the Bible is 
manifestly the source from which the Psalmist drew his inspiration. 
All writers who have had occasion to comment upon this psalm have 
been struck by the sublime beauty of the composition. On: eminent 
writer prefers it to all the lyric poetry of the Greeks and Romans. Another 
says: “The Psalm is delightful, sweet, and instructive, as teaching us the 
soundest views of nature, and the best method of pursuing the study of it. 
Alexander von Humboldt has written of it in his Cosmos in these words: 
“It might almost be said that one single Psalm represents the image of the 
whole Cosmos. . . . ‘Weare astonished to find in a lyrical poem of such 
limited compass the whole universe—the heavens and earth—sketched with 
a few bold touches. : 

| ANCIENT AND MODERN VIEWS. 


The ancient Hebrew was trained from his infancy to recognise in the 
phenomena of nature the immediate handiwork of God Himself, or of those 
celestial intelligences which hearken unto the voice of His word and ministe: 
to do his pleasure. * But what kind of meaning does the text and 
the teaching of the entire Psalm convey to our modern ears? The 
fact is not to be ignored that we have learnt to regard the opera 
tions of nature from a point of view essentially differing from that 
of the ancient world. Slowly and painfully modern thought has 
unravelled, and is still unravelling, the wéb of nature. It takes nothing 
for granted. Starting from the basis of observed facts, facts which are 
given ns by the bodily senses, it has, by the application. to these facts of 
rigorously-intellectua] methods, travelled carefully and gradually from the 
invariable consequents which we call effects to the invariable antecedents 
which we call causes. And thesé causes it has discovered to be in thei 
turn necessary and invariable effects of yet other causes, behind which 
further links of cause and eftect seem to stretch out in an infinite chain. It 
has discovered in the operations of nature law and uniformity where 
formerly only chance and caprice were supposed to exist.. Hence the 
tendency of the present age is not to regard Nature as the outcome of a 
will akin to man’s will, but as the inevitable result of the existence o! 
certain inanimate forces, and of the immutable laws by which those forces 
are regulated. Where then it may be asked and is constantly being asked, 
can there be found room in the universe for the action of an intelligent 
Being? To put the question in another form, Does not the modern 
conception of scientific law tend to banish the world’s Creator from all 
active’ participation in its present government? The question is one which 
must be faced unless we are to renounce the possibility of reconciling the 
scientific truth which it is the peculiar glory of this generation to have 
discovered with the religious truth to which all history, and the history of 
Israel in particular, bears testimony. 

KNOWLEDGE: DERIVED FROM THE SENSES. 

Let us commence our investigation of this difficulty by noting that this 
new knowledge by which our outlook on the world has been so completely 
CHELTENHAM.—Continied from previous cotnmn. 
seeing my boys carry off many prizes, some have had their names on the 
roll of honour on the College walls, and at the present time I have in my 
house a College prefect, who is also a scholar of the College, and has 
obtained many prizes; another boy is also in the highest form Upper VI., 
and his name was included in the list of those obtaining distinction at the 
Oxford and Cambridge Schools Examination ; whilst a third pupil, head of 
the Lower VI. Classical, carried off six prizes on speech day. And those 
who have been with me in the past have entered the navy and the army, 
have done well in the professions of engineering, medicine, architecture, 

etc., and have won high distinction at both Universities.”’ 

Since this interview was written there have been material changes in 
the list of distinctions just enumerated. The College prefect mentioned 
has left after having obtained’a Cainbridge scholarship, but there is still a 
Jewish College prefect and a Jewish house prefect, both of whom are in 
the Upper VI... 

A RESPECTED PERSONALITY. 

“I had set my face entirely against being interviewed,” concluded Mr. 
Nestor-Schurmann, ~ but in talking on a subject of such deep interest to me, 
it is dificult not to get enthusiastic when one logks back on one’s life work. 
I have sought to preserveea Jewish atmosphere, a Jewish home and a Jewish 
life, and still to keep the boys on an equal footing with their companions and 
through them to have the Jewish religion respected. If I have achieved my 
ideal, I shall feel that I have perhaps earned the rest from my great respon- 
sibilities which I am now about to take.” 

It was not only from other sources that I learned what a loved and 
respected personality Mr. Nestor-Schnurmann is in the College and its world. 
He has held the position of lecturer at the University of Cambridge in 
Russian, Bulgarian and other Slavonic Languages, and sometime examiner 
to the Civil Service Commissioners, and is of high erudition and culture. ! 
was privileged to see one of the many letters he received when the news of 
his resignation became-known, and can find nothing more appropriate than 
a sentence therefrom with which to end this article: ‘ Do you know that all 
the time I have been here, I don't believe I have ever heard one single word 
of dispraise spoken of you by boy or master? I wonder if that can be said 


of anyone else? You are an institution and we should all be poorer if you 
were to go.” |

enables us to give a full and complete account of some ot the son 
phenomena of our lives. Let the most skilful anatomist dissect the bods of 
a man, and what will he find? A marvellous organisation of nerv : notice 
upon nerves, sensitive in the same way as a plant | 
expands to the sunlight Or gathers its petals about it at the approar h of 
darkness; living, in the same sense as a tree is living. becat se it bee ithe 
in through its myriad leaves the atmosphere gases which are its life and 
breathes forth those which cannot afford it nutriment. But of all the 
deeper elements that make up human life, of consciousness and all that 
consciousness implies, of feelings, impulses and emotions, which we know to 
be states not produced by external forces anly but by the co operation also of 
the internal force of Will; of the nature of Will itself. with its marvellous 
determining power and its ability to order and regulate the feelings aroused by 
the action of material things—of all this. the dissecting knife of the anatomist 
can give us no account. It cannot explain them. At most it can only try 
to explain them away. And still these things are the innermost core of our 
life. They are things of which we have a knowledge far more ‘certain than 
can be attained by any process of reasoning.

Indeed, their existence is the 
Why is it that the investiga 
tions of physical science can give us so little insight into the nature o! 
consciousness and feeling? Because. physical science approaches these 
phenomena from the outside. It cannot penetrate their hidden essence. 
It can observe the connection between invariable atitecedent and invariable 
consequent; but of true cause in that deeper sense in which cause denotes 
inherent power to produce effect, science can say absolutely nothing, for it 
knows nothing.. Now our certainty with regard to the facts of consciousness 
is not derived from the progress of physical science. It arises from our 
being inside the phenomena that we are investigating. In fact. we are our- 
selves the phenomena. We know our wiil to be a cause because we feel its 
power to produce effects. We know what joy and sotrow are and how they 
are produced, because we are ourselves constantly experiencing them and 
not merely looking at them from the outside. 


SPIRITUAL AND MENTAL FACTS, 

This brings us to the point that needs to be illustrated. There is a whole 
class of facts belonging to the sphere of mind.or spirit, in regard to whi 
the operation of the outward senses cannot afford us the-slightestinforn 
tion. The most delicate scientific instruments are of no avail in the 
solution of these problems, because such instruments can only investigate 
the outside of things—their material side. For the inner, spiritual aspect 
of things we need a different kind of knowledge altogether. Hence the 
difficulty of harmonising what physical science’ teaches us in regard to the 
forces of the world round about us with the account of these same things 
given in the Bible. Science looks at things from the outside, the Bible sees 
them from within. This is the whole difference between the two points of 
view, and the recognition of this simple difference might have saved 
endless controversies between the students of Science and those of 
Religion. In the department of Science we have made the most wonderful 
progress conceivable since the times in which the Bible was written. 
And in the present age our acquaintance with all the sequences and 


tcl 


connections of natural phenomena is infinitely greater than that of 
any former age. But what is the consequence of this progress 


in knowledge? ‘This: We are tempted to think that what we know about 
the universe exhausts all that is to be known; that the laws and forces 
of nature are ultimate facts; and that it is not necessary to look behind 
them for any further originating cause. We forget that all the knowledge 
we have accumulated is only a knowledge of the material side of things, 
that it does not penetrate to the underlying spirit which is the cause of their 
existence. We see causes, or rather what we call causes, producing eftects, 
and all the operations of nature proceeding according to fixed, unintelligent 
laws. But the Bible removes the veil from our senses. It gives us glimpses 
of the Force which is behind these forces, just in the same way as in looking 
into our consciousness we can discover the power which is at work directing 
the movement of our muscles. Of course we have learnt to take a wider 
and truer view of the phenomena of nature than was possible to the 
ancients. In ancient times men's view of the universe was that of children. 
The conceptions of children are simple and harmonious, but a day comes 
when they are broken up, when what seemed to be simple is simple no more, 
when, through many a puzzle and many a difficulty, the child has to make 
his way to the complex conceptions of the man. 


THE MANHOOD THE WORLD. 

The world has now entered on its manhood. We may regret the loss 
of the harmonious simplicity of our old outlook, but we cannot go back to 
it. New light, new knowledge has shown the old synthesis of faith 
and knowledge to be inadequate, and so has made a return to that old 
synthesis for ever impossible to us. The belief in angels, for instance, 
which was the old interpretation of the word O°3N8? in the text, no longer 
commends itself to our reason. We must go forward through many a doubt 
and difficulty to that more complex conception of the universe in which a 
deeper materialism shall be linked to a keener spiritualism, and faith and 
\nowledge shall, in the words of the poet, 


Make one music as before, 
But vaster. 


\nd this newer synthesis of faith py dapettgc a is not to be attained by 
-uutting our eyes to the truth, either on this side or that, but by holding fast 
all truth from whatever source it comes to us, and grasping it as a whole. 
And if the ascent to this higher outlook be rough and painful, let us remember 
that it is the voice of God which is calling us to a higher. conception of 
Himself and His working than was possible to the world in its childhood. 
lt is God who is giving us this new knowledge which we have to harmonise 
with a deeper, manlier insight into the truths of the old faith. 
lt is God who is leading His people to see Him no longer as 
4 King sitting in a far-off heaven, and sending His messengers to interfere 
litfully, and as it were capriciously, with the order of creation, but an ever- 
Present Deity, immanent in every phenomenon and process of nature, and 
whose messengers act in and through the laws and forces of that creation 
which He has made, and which they administer in accordance with His will.

THE LATE LIEUT. GEORGE H. COHEN. 

Lieut..George Hubert Cohen, one of the officers killed in the heavy fighting 
in which the 5th Liverpools have been engaged, was the third son of Aldermaa 
Louis Cohen, an ex-Lord Mayor of Liverpool. Lieut. Cohen met his fate in the 
big week-end advance over atwo-mile front, and in the same engagement there 
was wounded his younger brother and senior officer, Major Stanley Cohen. The 
Major's injury, fortunately, is not a very serious one, judging from a cheerful letter 
which has just been received from him by the family . 

Seldom is the relationship between officer and rank and file so cordial and 
touching as that existing between Lieut. George Cohen and his men in the 5t! 
Letters home have shown an extraordinary admiration one for the other. “Simply 
splendid,” their gallant leader wrote time after time about the members of his 
platoon, while a letter from a private to his old employers in Castle Street 
(Liverpool) the other day has this whole-hearted tribute, which is typical of very 
many more in a similar strain :— 

“We have a very good lieutenant over us, Mr. G. H. Cohen, and we would 
follow him anywhere. Ifthe Germans or anyone else tries to take him from us they 
had better look out for themselves.” 

Sadly enough, by the time this letter reached its destination the officer had 
fallen whilst leading his men with the utmost courage. Seven-and-thitty years of 
age, and unmarried, Mr. G. H. Cohen, B.A., LL.B., was a barriste:-at-law by 
profession, and practised on the Northern Circuit. He was educated t Chelten. 
ham, and afterwards won distinctions at Christ's College, Cambridge. 

From the age of fourteen the lieutenant had had a practical in erest in the 
volunteer movement, for he served successively in the Cheltenham Cadet Corps, 
the Cambridge University Corps, and the Inns of Court Battalion With this 
long experience behind him he was able speedily to obtain a commission las: 
September, and had trained with the 5th at Canterbury. Under him were a large 
number of men ordinarily employed at Lewis's (Liverpool). 

The late Lieut. Cohen was Treasurer of the Liverpool Jewish L‘.erary Society 
from its inception, resigning the position when leaving for the fron’. He was for 
many years Joint Hon. Secretary of the local Russo-Jewish Relief Committee and 
in that capacity rendered invaluable services to Jewish transmigran .:from Russia 
who came to Liverpool en route for the States. He was one of the .tepresentative 
Managers appointed by the City Council on the Board of Management of the 
Liverpool Hebrew Schools ; a member of the Jewish Board of Guardians; and 
was connected with every movement of importance in the community. He had 
been Chairman of the Jewish Lads’ Club and had acted as Hon. Sec. of the 
Philanthropic Society. In addition to work for the community he was actively 
connected with many movements of importance in the city, among them the 
Dental Hospital and the David Lewis Hostel. Expressions of deep sorrow at 
his loss and remarkable tributes to the affection and esteem in which he was 
held in all circles throughout the city have been received by his father from 
leaders in every sphere of civic life, among them a touching letter from Lord

SOME TRIBUTES. 
FROM THE REV. S. FRIEDEBERG. 

It is one of the tragedies of the war that it is cutting off so many young and 
brilliant lives rich in their promise of service, That is a fact brought home to us 
of the Princes Road Synagogue in particular, and indeed the Liverpool community 
generally, by the death at the front of Lieut. George H, Cohen, It is the first 
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loss among the enthusiastic Jewish patriots {rem this city who in the first hour of 
danger answered their country’s call >but it is also one of the most grievous we 
could sustain. George Cohen was of those we could least afford to lose. And 
we mourn something more than promise of service George Cohen had already 
achieved. From the time he returned to Liverpool at the end of his student 
days he threw himself with enthusiasm into the work of the congregation. 
He rendered precious service in many causes within and without the community, 
and in a manner that reflected so well the modesty of his nature, which sought 
only to help and disliked any public notice of it. His Judaism wasa real force in 
his life, and he stood before the community a fine example of the combination of 
the highest English culture with strong Jewish religious feeling. The fine gold 
of his nature revealed itself at once to all with whom he came into contact, and it 
was no surprise when one of his men who had been invalided home told me how 
his company worshipped him and were ready to face anything for him. He was 
the embodiment of unselfishness; the essence of chivalry, of which those of us 
who knew him could furnish illuminating example upon example ; without guile ; 
incapable of a wrong thought, and almost incapable of attributing a wrong 
thought or motive to others. It is hardly an exaggeration to say he “ wore the 
white flower of a blameless life.” Here is a typical illustration of his 
thoughtfulness for others, which he was always manifesting. Hereturned home 
late one night to find himself inadvertently locked out. The night-bell rang into 
the room of a housemaid who had just recovered from influenza. He would not 
disturb her. Instead he went into the coach-house, wrapped himself in a rug, and 
lay all night on a bench. There spoke the man. The news of his death cast a 
gloom over the whole community and saddened for us all the celebration of the 
Pentecost. But he has left an imperishable memory, which I hope and believe 
will have an inspiring influence on the younger generation in our community. 


FROM THE REY, i. RAPFALOVICH. 

Referring in his sermon at the Hope Hlace Synagogue, Liverpool, to the 
death of Lieut. George Cohen, the Rev. 1. Raftalovich said that the deceased 
officer was a gentleman in the widest sense of the term. He was the embodiment 
of honesty and goodness. An Englishman to his finger tips, he possessed a Jewish 
heart throbbing with faith in his religion and love for his people... He manifested 
an unparalleled sympathy for his unfortunate coreligionists who had to flee from 
tyrannical oppression. He laboured zealously and indefatigably for their welfare 
By his kindly nature, his modesty, and his genuineness he made himself loved by 
all sections of the community, and his untimely death came asa terrible shock to 
all, and filled them with unspeakable grief. Their heartfelt sympathy goes out 
unstintedly to his bereaved father, and they pray to the Great Comforter to grant 
him strength to bear his loss with fortitude and derive consolation from the fact 
that his son fell nobly fighting for the glory of the country to ch he was bound 
with every fibre of his being. 

“A FRIEND 

George Cohen will be sorely missed by his friend: He was rich in friends, 

for he made them everywhere, at school, at college, at the Bar, over work, and in

recreation. His character was one of exceptional sweetness. With a single 
minded directness of purpose he combined great gentleness and self-forgetfulness, 
<o that whilst he unswervingly followed the straight highway to his lofty ideals, 
he seemed to do so instinctively and without eliort \nd indeed it was easy: for one 
whose judgment was never led astray by the bias of seli-consideration. He knew 
where duty lay, and did it as if there were no other choice. He was the man to 


whom other men went for counsel and sympathy, finding in him 
A heart at leisure from : 
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He must have received many confidences, but I cannot conceive that anyone eve: 
put him on his honour to guard a secret. He was always on his honour. Ani yet 
he was the last man to think himself endowed with any quality that every other 
decent person did not equally possess. He hada large heart, and from the spring 
of his deep sympathies their welled up a humour which sparkled and refreshed 
and “restored the soul.” For him we al! treasured up the good stories of others 
or the pet offspring of our own invention. We enjoyed his laugh. It was not 
loud, but (if the story was good) long, and deep-drawn, and satisfying. 
Courage, chivalry, modesty and humour; with these rare gilts it is not surprising 
that he made many friends and never lost one. Since his death every one of 
them to whom I have spoken has revealed to mea glimpse of his worth, as if for 
a moment unveiling the sight of a sacred treasure. “‘He was a holy man,” said 
one who from a humble station had watched him grow from boyhood to manhood. 
Towards the members of his family he showed not merely affection but apprecia 
tion. From the way he spoke of each one of them you could see how, like an 
artist, he had singled out the best qualities of each and found delight in thinking 
of so much worth and goodness around him. One of his greatest pleasures lay in 
his young nephews and nieces. He was never tired of playing with them and talk- 
ing to’ them, and he would retail their quaint sayings afterwards. He was many 
times a godfather. His gentleness and understanding friendliness drew children 
to him. Dogs and horses knew him for a wise friend. 

He had a deeply religious mind. He loved the Bible, and especially the 
Psalms and the poetry and hope of the latter portion of the Book of Isaiah. 
Judaism to him was a holy inheritance: it formed part of his life's great happiness. 
He took a large share in communal work, and performed each task with zest, with 
heart, soul, and might. At the University he occupied the varions offices of the 
Cambridge Hebrew Congregation, and often read the prayers in the little synagogue 
that was then housed high up opposite St. Mary's. In his native city of Liverpool, 
when he left Cambridge, he did good work for the Russo-Jewish Committee, 
the Lads’ Club, the Hebrew School, and the Board of Guardians. I wel! 
remember sitting by him one afternoon when he dealt with a string of refugee 
cases. Tohim they were not cases, but men and women, and I saw tears of 
gratitude gather in the eyes of more than one when he spoke a word of kindly 
encouragement. He also gave much thought and time to the general philanthropic 
institutions of Liverpool. He sat regularly on the rota of the “ Poor Man's 
Lawyer,” and was an Associate of the David Lewis Hostel. He was actively 
connected with the Jewish Literary Society of his city, and was always listened to 
with interest. He was blessed with an extraordinary tenacious and accurate memory, 
and as he was widely read and had far-spreading interests he was nearly always 


able to contribute something of value to a discussion or a conversation. On 


Modern History we went to him with all our enquiries. We used to say that he 
was like an encyclopedia, without the dullness of the binding. 

When the War broke out he was on his way abroad fora brief but well-earned 
holiday. He turned back immediately, and enlisted almost as soon as he reached 
home as a private. In September he obtained his commission in one of the 
Territorial battalions recruited from this city. He speedily acquired an extraordinary 
hold over his men. Letters from the front show a devotion to him that 
is most touching. “ His platoon would march anywhere, to hell itself, if he told 
them.” I saw him last at Canterbury, where his battalion was quartered before it 
went to the front. With characteristic frankness he remarked that however 
magnificent a bayonet charge sounded it must be an unpleasant business. The 
reason that he added was a significant one; it was the wound at close quarters 
that he would give; he never thought of those he might receive. “Of course,” 
he added, “it would be all in the day’s work.” I was shown a letter yesterday, 
written some time back, which contained this passage. “The finest thing I have 
seen was Lieut. Cohen leading his platoon in a bayonet charge.” It was in leading 
a bayonet charge that he met his end; doing his duty.manfully and cheerfully, 
courageous, resolute, self-forgetting. 

To us who knew him he has bequeathed a memory of inexpressible beauty. 
He will stand to us for all that is noblest in human nature—for a man's bravery 
and a woman’s tenderness.

JEWISH SUFFERINGS IN THE RUSSIAN WAR ZONE, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PETROGRAD 
The extension of the area of the German invasion of Russia has brought new 
misfortunes upon Jewry. Riga has become crowded with Jewish refugees who 
are in need of urgent help. The limited field open to Jewish refugees and the 
extreme poverty of the masses compelled large numbers of Jews to remain in some 
of the invaded townlets, as in many cases the prices charged for conveyances on 
the approach of the Germans were prohibitive. The invaders not only seized 
everything that might be useful to them, but at Rossieny they also ill-‘treated the 
people for not furnishing them with the information sought with regard to the 
movements of the Cossacks, and the Jewish lawyer Levy was seized as a hostage. 
At the same time our enemies in Kussia were not silent. They interpreted the fact 
that some poor Jews reluctantly remained. behind as a sign of treachery. he 
number of libels and of sufferers therefrom accordingly grew 
At Leipun the Jews managed to escape before the arrival of the Germans, 
who plundered all Jewish shops. At Lipsk they not only sacked the shops, but 
burnt thirty-eight Jewish houses. At Plotzk, however, thanks to the appeals of 
Bishop Kovalevsky, the invaders admitted that the impoverished city could not 
produce the contribution’ of 50,000 marks; the Jewish hostages were therefore 
released. 
The conduct of the Germans towards the Jews is to a certain extent explained 
by an entry ina diary found on a German officer. It is to the effect that the 
dirty Jews were impudent, and that it was necessary to treat tlhrem severely.” 


THE RABBIS OF FRANCE AND THE WAR. 


In his recent article upon the French Jews, the Rev. Michael Adler spoke of 
the deaths of two Rabbis who were serving as Chaplains, in the persons of Rabbis 
A. Bloch and W. Vexler. He also detailed the incidents of the tragic death of 
the Reader of the Lunéville Sygagogue. This congregation now mourns the loss 
also of its Rabbi, M. Boris, who served in the ranks as a soldier and has been 
missing for some time, Rabbi Boris was born of Russian parents in Canada, but 
came to Paris as a child, where he later entered the Rabbinical Seminary and also 
performed the military service of his adopted country. At the outbreak of the 
war he left his congregation and rejoined the colours. For some months he was 
engaged in the fighting-line in an infantry regiment, but all trace of him has now 
been lost, and it is presumed that he has fallen in battle. :

FIELD AMBULANCE MAN UNDER FIRE. 
JEWISH BRAVERY. 


Sergeant Harris, of the 2nd Home Counties Field Ambulance, writing to 
Mrs. Harris on May i3th, pays a glowing tribute to the brave conduct of one of 
the men of his unit, Private M. J. Jacobs, son of Mr. and Mrs. Jacobs, of 31, 
Palace Street, Canterbury. The letter says :— 

“Young Jacobs, of Palace Street, was a hero last night. He carried one 
of ourown wounded chaps away on his back under heavy shell fire. Please 
te.| his parents how proud we all are of him.” 

This gallant act was done on the eve of his 19th birthday, but in writing 
home to his parents he himself makes no mention of it. Private Jacobs, who has 
been in the Royal Army Medical Corps, about eighteen months, was one of the 
first to volunteer for foreign service. Previous to that for about four years he had 
belonged to the Boys’ Life Saving Brigade, and also the Boy Scouts, in which he 
guned high efficiency in ambulance work. 


JEWISH SOLDIER BURIED AT BOSCOMBE. 


The funeral took place last week of Pte. Harry Morris, of the 2nd Rifle Brigade, 
¥0 died at Boscombe Military Hospital as the result of wounds received in 
action at Ypres. The deceased was accorded semi-military honours and was 
‘interred in the Jewish portion of the cemetery at Boscombe. The Rev. Dr. 
Abe son officiated, and delivered an address, in which he remarked that the 
S0':\er—brother whose mortal remains lay before them was a Jew—an adherent of 
that ancient race which had given many heroes and martyrs to the world. While 
the ¢ deepest sympathies went out to those he had left behind him they could not 
re‘vain from taking the broader view, and saying to themselves what a superb 


Spectacle it was to see how readily and in what large numbers the Jews of Grea; 
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Britain and the Colonies were rallying in defence of the Empire. From every 
nook and cranny the Jewish lad was coming forward to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with his comrade of other faiths, fighting Engiind's righteous battle for freedom, 
justice, truth, purity and honour. Let it be said no longer that the Jew took the 
privileges which England offered him, and refused the responsibilities which 
England expected of him. The firing partv. buglers and bearers were supplied by 
the 7th Hants Regiment.

The extract from Colonel Vaux's letterin which he refers in “attering terms to the 
value of Jews as soldiers, and which Mr. Samuel! Storey has been good enough to write ia 
his yesterday's column, has been read with great satisfaction by the members Of my 
community. As the majority of the lewish soldiers in the Durham L.I. are Sunderland 
boys (one of whom has apparently already given his life tor his country) the Colonel's 
appreciative remarks have touched the heart of many a Jewish tather and mother in this 
town. 

As to Colonel Vaux's question “ Are we getting many recruits from them?” and his 
concluding remark “ I wou!d like some more,” I may be allowed to state that the number 
ot Jews who have already enlisted is proportionately mu greater than the number of 
any other community in this country, and that this number 15 daily increasing. In the 
course of the last few weeks some of our best young men have lett their comfortable 
homes and joined the colours, and many more are preparing to bid tarewell to their near 
and dear ones in order to rally round the flag of Britain and to help to detend England's 
great cause. Colonel Vaux's appreciation of the Jewish men in the Durham LI. will 
certainly have a stimulating and encouraging effect on the young members of my 
community, 


LETTERS FROM THE - FRONT. 
FROM NAMAOUALAND. 

The Rev. S. Lipson, C.F., has received the following interesting letter from 
Pre. H. C. Oppenheim, A.S.C., Namaqualand, April 10th, 1915°:— 

: With reference to your kind enquiries it is needless for me to 
mention that African camp life differs almost entirely from normal existence 
Nevertheless, | am pleased to be able to assure you that even in this barren 
country I have kept in touch with Passover ceremonres. [Triends forwarded me 
matzos and meat. from Cape Town, so that although, physically, I was not 
with my own dear people on Seder nights, nevertheless my spirit was wrth them 
The Defence Force (Army Stations) in Namaqualand are only garrisoned by smal! 
units at present, the country being sparsely iniab:ted and unimportaat, but despite 
this, there are a few Jewish fellowsin uniform. Qut of touch as we are with Jewish 
life, we still manage to conform to the essential principles of our faith 
It might interest you to know the sort of place I am stationed at. Kamans Dritt 
is about ninety-four miles from Pont Nalloth, and on the border of German S.\\ 
Africa. The country all around is inhabitated by the Konanas, a Hottentot bush 
man tribe of the lowest type of iumanity, and barring the storekeepers there is no 
white population. You can, therefore, see the lite here is “nothing to makea 
song about,” but we are a cheeriul crowd even though without opportunity tor 
social amenities. Camp life ‘is hard at best of times, and it is even worse at 
a spot like this where water is scarce and convenience simply does not exist 
I am constantly at work and have little spare time, but enjoy my rest all the 
better for it. The climate varies in certain respects from that in the rest of South 
Africa, it being very hot during the day and bitterly cold at night We alwa 
have a clear sky and but little rain. Should I have anything interesting to say 
will aftord me the greatest pleasure to write you again. No doubt you, with many 
others, approve of Jews here as well as at home, being willing to risk the fortunes 
of war on behalf of sacred principles. 1 sincere'y trust that the best of fortune 
will follow vou and those dear to you, and that the duties of your high ofhce are 
not overtaxing your strength. . 


FULL OF HARDSHIPS 


Pte. Black, 1ist/7th Durham L. Northumorian D.vision, whois now 
with the British Expeditionary Force, writing to the Kev. 5. Lipson states :—"' Your 
letter of the 3rd to hand and I can assure you it was most welcome. It gives me 
great pleasure to accept the books you sent and it shows that there is some feeling 
at home towards us men out here who are doing our best for the good of our 
country. Our life is full of hardships; nevertheless we are sticking it with a good 
heart ; and looking forward to the day when all this murder will be over, At 
present we are enjoying a few days’ rest near a large village about twelve miles 
behind the firing line. Altogether we were under constant shell fire for ten days 
straight off, and oh! what an experience; it was something awful. The shells 
bursting all about you, never knowing what moment was going to bethe last, The 
losses we had have not been so heavy as two of ours, the 6th and 8th, but you know 
life is very dear. We had twelve killed and roughly sixty wounded, and I think we 
have been very fortunate when you think of the number of shells that were mean: 
for us. On the Ist of May we counted about 200 shrapnel shells in an hour, s» 
that will give you an idea of what it was like on the 4th. Our battalion » 4 
inspected by Field Marshal Sir J. French and he said that he could not speak too 
highly of us for the way we behaved during the ten days that we were under fire, 
and we hope that if we were called upon to do the same again we would do ir 
without a flinch. Many brave actions were done on the field, the foremost 
being the stretcher bearers. bey carried away the wounded without a thought of 
danger, and I think every one of them should have been awarded the V.C, 

“RED CROSS STANDS FOR NOTHING.” 

Sergt. A. Samuels, Canadian Army Medical Corps, writes to his mother ; 
“ou have read what the Canadians have done. Our ambulance was with them. 
Some of our own boys have been killed and wounded who were with me, but 
thank God I came through it O.K. The Germans have been shelling us all the 
time. The Red Cross on our arm stands for nothing with them. We established 
a dressing station in one place. No good. We move again; no good again. We 
move once more, no good; and so it goes on. I have seen some of my own 
section killed in front of my own eyes. Well, I hope my luck stays with me.” 

IN THE TRENCHES. 

Signaller A. G. Cohen, 6th West Yorks, writes as follows to the Rev, I. 
Livingstone (Bradford) :— 

“Your most interesting and amusing letter to hand, for whica very many 
thanks. .-. . I expect now that you will have heard from those at home 
that I have already tasted life in the trenches. Well, have you ever seen ata 
fair a man over a pond, and you throw balls at him; if you hit him he bobs 
down. Well, it is exactly like that, only the bounders bob down before you hit 
them, The trench that we were in was quite substantially built, and was quite 


) bullet-proof as long as one kept bis head well down, Fortunately for me I have 
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been gifted with shortness of stature, and therefore have not to walk about like 
a letter F. During the afternoon that 1 was in we were subjected to rather 
heavy shell fire, and really it is like shell fire with the “s” missing. One 
shell moved a house 100 yards away, and most fell only fifty yards away and 
choked one with earth and dust. . . . The way in which I can joke about 
these horrors will give you a good idea of how bigh my spirits are and, having 
to use the paper on both sides, how low my pocket is. I have spoken a good deal 
to Jewish soldiers out here, and all speak of the good fellowship and absence 
of anti-Semitism that is shown towards Jews in this sphere of life. . . . I 
am pleased to hear that the shool is looking so nice under its new coat of paint, 
and hope to renew its acquaintance before 5667 is over. I both eat and sleep in 
the fresh air, and am feeling the benefit both in looks and health. The weather 
is so hot here we have had to cut our trousers off below the knee to cool our

Kkabbis, is there between 
the Law, which consists for the most part of a code of regulations respecting what 
is forbidden and what is permitted in our daily practice, and the book of Ruth, 
that sweet and beautiful idvil of rural [ife, lich’ wafts across the centuries a 
breath of the scented ploughheids of ancient Palestine And the answer they 
vive is truly admirabless For what is the tundamentail teaching of Ruth? It ts 


that the inspiration of all life, the power that stirs the heart to the most generous 
and self-denying eftort is Jov: And love as we have been told by Psalmist and 
Rabbi is the summary and substance of the Sinaitic religion. Almost in the 
beginning of the book, as though to indicate the keynote of its lesson we hear the 
touching words of Naomi, “ The Lord deal tind/y with vou, as ye have dealt with 
the dead and with me.’ Her many kindnesses to her daughters-in-law had forged 
a chain which bound their hearts to hers with hoops of steel. They both offer to 
accompany her on her laborious journey to Bethiehem, but while Orpah’'s 
enthusiasm breaks down before her mother-in-law’s first objection, Ruth proves 
more than a match for the gloomiest pictures of the trials and hardships that await 
her ina strange land. ‘* Intreat me not to leave thee; for whither thou goest, I 
will go; thy God shall be my God, thy people shall be my people. The Lord do 
so and more also if aught but death part thee and me.* Only.a great and loving 
heart could have uttered these touching words, and then only when stirred by the 
magnanimity of a kindred soul. Ruth, like Naomi, was of noble blood, and had 
been brought up im the lap of luxury. And now she who had hitherto slept onthe 
softest down, was content with the bare earth for a resting-place; she who had fed 
on the choicest dainties, was satisfied with the beggarly gleanings which

had reserved for her from the corners of the rich man's fields: she who had ence 
been surrounded by troops of willing slaves, to whom her slightest wish was law, 
now toiled uncomplainingly in the fields, in the heat of an eastern sun, like one of 
the handmaidens herself, a target possibly for the ill-mannered raillery of coarse 
farm-hands, And all this she did and rendered out of love for Naomi. But the 
reward of her unselfish devotion soon comes to her. A tribesman of Naomi—Boaz— 
learns her story, and, touched by her noble spirit, comestoherrescue. He redeems 
Naom:'s property, and eventually takes Kuth to wife. And now consider the 
sequel. So deeply impressed have the great Jewish teachers been with her grand 
and magnanimous character that they have accorded her the very highest honors 
th their gift. On one of our most solemn festivals, the festival of Revelation, the 
story of her life, of this woman of non-Israelitish blood, is made an integral 
portion of our divine services. One of the twenty-four books of the Bible bears her 
name, and to her honour, tradition attributes the institution of an important law. 
©ut of regard for her noble merits, the Rabbis have interpreted the ordinance as to 
the exclusion of Moabites from the communion of Israel, as applying only to the men. 
The men who so churlisbly refused bread and water to the children of Israel when, 
after their forty years’ march through the desert wastes, they reached the borders 
of Moab, were to be debarred from the privileges of Jewish communion. But not 
so the women, no let or hindrance was to be put on their admission to the Jewish 
fold. And finally, and here we reach the climax in the ascending scale of her 
remarkable triumphs, as ancestress of David, it was her privilege to give to 
israel her greatest and most illustrious hero. And since, according to prophetic 
promise, the Messiah is destined to spring from the house of David, Ruth is the 
source whence the saviour of the world is to be drawn, the hero who is “ to break 
the bow and the sword and the battle out of the earth,” and inaugurate the era of 
inviolate peace among the nations, Such is the magic of love, and such are its 
rewards. 

In our battles with wrongdoing and injustice we can win only by love, never 
by hate. To oppose crime by crime, to loot the shops of the alien enemy as a 
reprisal for the unspeakable crime—the destruction of the “ Lusitania "—is, alas! 
worse than useless. We only add to the crime, add to it by our own violence, by 
heaping coal on our already overheated passion, as well as by driving the enemy 
to ever fresh acts of satanic frenzy. For as we have been told, “ neverin this world 
does hatred cease by hatred, it ceases only by love.” The punishment for national] 
crime must be left to the spirit of remorse which cannot but bite deep into the 
national conscience when once it awakens from the chloroform of its passion.

Then, “ Mentor " writes that I have personally been more responsible 

or the opposition to the Jewish Movement than any other man, and that I 
ave only been able to see “ with the eye of a grocer the possibility of a 
rival establishment starting in the same street.”"’ Apart from the discourtesy 
of this, ““ Mentor ” could not possibly have written it if he had known my 
feelings about Jews.

My views, representing also 
those of the Committee of the London Hospital, appeared in the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE of February 12th, 1909, and have been referred to and 
repeated more than once since. Here is the extract :-— 

1. The London Hospital authorities, as such, are not opponents to the scheme 
of a Jewish Hospital, it has nothing to do with them one way or another 

2. If one of the objects of the scheme is to relieve the London Hospital from 
be pressure of having to attend the Jews in the district, we do not need such relief. 

3. The London Hospital is quite willing and glad, if the language question be 
_ grievance, to allow interpreters to attend in the out-patient department. 

4. The London Hospital cannot build a wing for Jews who only speak Yiddish. 
Apart from other reasons, there is no space. 

And then I added from myself: “I think that very few Jews would 
are to be treated at a hospital where anything but the very best skill and 
ursing were obtainable. I am certain that in a hospital with its staff 

restricted to Yiddish-speaking doctors and surgeons, and Yiddish-speaking 
urses, you would not get anything like the best skill or nursing. As a fact 
very few Jewesses take up nursing as a profession, and you would needa con- 
iderable, and constant, flow of women to nurse a hospital even of fifty beds.”’ 

Lord Rothschild only once spoke to me about the proposed Jewish 
ilospital, and then I gave him the above mentioned letter. I never told him, 

."* Mentor ’’ suggests, that the establishment of a Jewish Hospital would be 

mutrary to the interests of the London Hospital, or anything of the sort. It 

a pure invention of * Mentor’s,” and absolutely untrue. Nor have I ever 
held this contention as Mentor” untruthfully states. : 

I state once more that, as far as the London Hospital is concerned, it is 
(otally immaterial to us whether a Jewish Hospital is started or not. If the 
‘ewish Community are not satisfied with the treatment their sick poor get 
there, or if they think they would be better cared for at a Jewish Hospital, 
they are of course quite justified and right to start this Hospital. But I do 
resent “ Mentor’s "’ insinuation that real sympathy is not shown to the Jews 

t the London Hospital. 

Finally, once more I say that we have no. wish, intention, or power to 

ppose any such Hospital. , 


SOME OBJECTIONS TO THE HOSPITAL. 


(CO THE. EDITOR.—From Mr. ERNEST LEOPOLD WALFORD, 
Oriental Club, Hanover Square, W. 


Sik,—Having for many years been engaged more or \less in collecting for 
spitals, I should like to reply to “ Mentor’s” letter in your issue of last Friday 
favour of a Jewish Hospital. , 

| think that “ Mentor’s” views of the reason of the late Lord Rothschild's 
position to the scheme are entirely wrong. The late Lord Rothschild saw, like 

others, that the medical and surgical staff would consist of men who had 
been unable to obtain other hospital appointments, and that consequently the 
‘nititution would only be a second-rate one. 

In reply to the argument of the Jewish Hospitals on the Continent, the raison 

ve of these is that all the continental Hospitals are nursed by religious sister- 
hoods, who consider it part of their duty to proselytise. This is no longer the 
case in Paris, however, as the Mupicipal Council have re-staffed all the hospitals 

lay nurses. I have visited many of the Jewish Hospitals on the Continent, 
‘o. must say that none is more perfect than the Rothschild Hospital in the Rue 
‘\ pusin Paris. But that.is run entirely at the expense of the Paris Rothschild 
‘amy, and not by the community. 

«| was on the Committee of the Jewish Dispensary in Leman Street which is 
no. defunct. And I prophesy a similar fa‘e will be that of the Jewish Hospital. 
The “first charges” of a Jewish Hospital, the expenses of which must be met 
before any patient can be relieved, will amount to more than sufficient to 


mantain extra Jewish wards in some of our big hospitals. I hold 
io brief for the London Hospital. But I know what the condition 
of the charity fund of the community is and tbat it is not 


unlimited. The war has increased the calls on it considerably, as Mr. 
Hermana Landau and Mr. Otto and Mr. Ernst Schiff can tell you. If the war 
continues I am afraid that our Orphan Asylum will be. obliged not to elect any 
more inmates for want of funds.

By the death of Mr. Barnet Levin, cabinet manufacturer, at the age of fifty-two, 
the Liverpool Jewish community in general, and the Shaw Street Congregation '0 
particular, bave suffered a very heavy loss. Being of a very 
retiring disposition, the late Mr. Levin never aspired after 
communal honours, and always shunned publicity. But be 
was a man of exceptional qualities of mind and heart, com- 
bining true Jewish plety and strict orthodoxy with a modern outlook on life and 
the highest possible regard for learning and scholarship. He loved to dispense 
charity in the quietest possible manner and to respond to all appeals generously 
but secretly. No poor man and no institution ever approached him without 
receiving all the help and encouragement that he could afford to give, 
and he often gave much more than he could afford. The only office 
he ever held was that of Treasurer of.the Liverpool Zionist Association. In his 
business he was a model of honesty, integrity and straightforwardness, and the 
reputation which his firm has acquired in Liverpool and the whole of Lancashire 
is one that could not be surpassed by any other firm of cabinet manufacturers in 
the country. The educational successes attained by his children at the Liverpool 
schools and the Liverpool University were regarded by Barnet Levin as the 
highest reward for his tife’s work, but he never wished them to be made public or 
to be commented on jn the Press. At the outbreak of the war his only son, who 
had just attained an honours degree in Engineering at the Liverpoo! University, 
joined the Lancashire Royal Engineers as a private, but the War Office has since 
given him indefinite leave of absence in order that he might continue his father's 
business. The eldest daughter of the late Mr. Levin is married to Rabbi Dr. Salis 
Daiches, of Sunderland.

A HOMILY 


Siz2,—With reference to Dr. Abelson s contribution, A Homily for Pentecost,” 
published in your last week s issue, I should like to make the following remarks 

Dr. Abelson states. “The Book of Genesis pives us the impression that 
mankind was brought into being by a separate act of creation after and independently 
of the creation of the animal kingdom. But science has long been preaching tous 
how man and beast were originally one, and how man has reached his present pre 
eminence as a result of a series of evolutions through countless cycles of time. If 
we feel that the Bible lags behind our present state of knowledge in these and other 
important matters like these, can we be expected to reverence it and draw from it 
Our teaching, our guidance on the most sacred issues of life and death’ The 
answer isatwofold one. Firstly, the Bible is not a text-book of science and we do 
not go to it for edification on, scientific topics, etc.’ In other words, those parts 
and sayings of the Torah which deal with scientific questions are, if differing 
from our present state of knowledge, of noimportance. We therefore divide the 
law into twoparts: one that pleases us—afew moral laws: the other which happens 
not to coincide with our view or opinion, that which tries to explain the phenomena 
around us 

Taking the above facts into consideration, I should like to state, that there isa 
considerable and important party among the representatives of modern science 
whose views are in accordance with the Torah on this point. The famous “ Kep- 
lerbund,” a body of prominent German scientists, are absolutely opposed to the 
theory of evolution Erich Waseman proved in 1912 in Berlin before a great 
council of modern scientists that there is a vital and absolute difference between 
the nature of man and beast so that it is impossible for the former to trace his 
descent from the latter. Wassman’s proofs have made a very deep impression on 
scientific life and Vrof. August Messes, who is very far from being a “ Pfaff,” con- 
fesses in the introductory parts of his “ Psychology” (1914) that the theory of 
evolution has been considerably shattered by these views. 

The fact that our scientific leaders are not unanimous in their teachings as 
regards the descent of man should suffice to prove to us that there is no reason for 
us to become pessimistic and to doubt the teachings of a book that has withstood 
the criticisms of thousands of years; nay, a book which has, withevolution of time, 
become even more fortified against assault. There is, therefore, no reason for us 
to discard parts of the Torah simply because it differs from the opinion of certain 
teachers, and to accept in their place theories which are not accepted by all, and 
which to some seem even inferior. 

However, logically considered, it is impossible for one to speak of a contra- 
diction between Torah and Science, for while Science is always in a state of 
development, building theories of to-day on the grave of yesterday, the Torah-as 
a Divine product is unalterable in its teachings. One can most certainly think of 
the Torah in the light of the present science—the science prevalent at the tume of 
writing—but it seems somewhat strange to speak of a difference between a stan- 
dard truth laid down and a transitory truth, especially if the latter is not generally 
accepted even at its moment. [ven if these things have remained unanswered the 
history of our Law ought to teach us to understand that difficulties have always 
arisen and have by some goodwill—without hurt to our conscience—been over- 
come. The above question is indeed one of those which do not to a great extent 
endanger our religious views. Itis but necessary carefully to audire et alteram 
partem. We would then not arrive at the deplorable result that because this 
question remains unsolved temporarily for us, we must turn our backs upon the 
Torah and declare in quick desperation that those parts of it which touch on scien- 
tific problems are of no value, if they do not agree with the scientific theory just 
born, while at the same time we easily find words of eulogy for the other beauties 
in our Law. | 

Of course, “we do not go to the Bible for edification upon scientific topics. 
It would indeed be ridiculous to look for every trifling modern invention ina 
“Remez” of the Torah. Those facts, nevertheless, that are told to us in this 
book should by no means, when touching upon scientific problems, be 
thrown overboard because we are not able to solve at a moment’s notice the 
difficulties which arise, whilst others—Kuplerbund, Wassman, Messes in our case 
—do find and grasp the correct answer. 

Dr. Abelson calls his article a “‘ Homily.” This term generally implies a plain 
and homely discourse upon some Religious commonplace, thus remaining within 
the realm of the Torah. To make a philosophical question the subject of a homily 
is therefore a new attempt, but in doing so one must never overlook the dangers 


that lie therein. The danger in this case, which cannot possibly be exaggerated, 


arises from putting great questions before an often prejudiced public that cannot 
answer them and therefore becomes shaken in the very foundations of its faith, 
whilst being incapable of giving them the correct answer. Such an attempt is the 
more deplorable the more learned the man who undertakes it, especially in the 
case of this article which results in a weak forsaking of the fundamental principle 
of Jewish Religion only because of some PPT" JON,

A ‘Carry Your Own Parcels” campaign is in fall swing, and if it interests you 
tc know it, its inceptor is a North London coreligionist who happens to be in the 
provision line. The idea is very simple. It appears that there is a lamentable 
shortage of boy labour, for the youths who cycle round with the supplies for our 
larders are cither doing “something in the Government line,” or turning out 
ammunition. The consequence is that the poor, harassed tradesman is unable to 
come into line with the national sentiment and “deliver the goods.” Our Jewish 
chopkeeper did not sit down and beat his breast, or say unkind things about the 
Government. He politely intimated to his extensive clientéle that in future it 
would be necessary for them to carry away their own orders, as boy labour was 
enobtainable. Other tradesmen are falling into line, though the unkind rumour 
has got abroad that this is but an expedient to reduce expenses. Believe it not. 


As for the mothers in Israel, let it be said that the decision came in the nature 
of a distinct shock. The very fact of having to carry their own parcels; actually 
to walk through the public thoroughfares with their purchases on their arm, was 
“ hardly the thing, my dear,” particularly when the purchaser found it necessary 
to do her shopping in her latest “ tailor-made,” and adorned with all her Sabbath 
jewellery. A few short years ago, maybe, they took their place with the best of 
them, bargained with the fish dealers in Wentworth Street, returning home hot 
but happy in the democratic car, their precious purchases beside them. To-day— 
North London has its unwritten laws, so my lady decides to send Mary Jane to 
carry home the farcels. 


One naturalisation paper is worth six special constables, especially when the 
person naturalised happens to have been a former subject of the Tsar. This 
proved to be the case in Poplar during the disorders of the other week-end, for in 
two cases of which I was told, the exhibition of the papers in the windows of 
unoffending tradesfolk served to exercise a sobering: influence’ on a huge and 
vengeful crowd. Events have brought home clearly to the mind the continued 
popularity of the belief that'a Jew must inevitably be a German. All the cetiorts 
in the world cannot instil in their minds a fundamental fact that needs to be 
trumpeted forth just now, of all times. Naturally enough the Jew has come im for 
his share of unwelcome attention, thanks to this popular misconception and the 
prospect of subsequent loot which imparts to such punitive expeditions a by no 
means unpleasing flavour. 

Within the past few weeks, the local paper has been obliged to accord 
crominence to no less than three cases of alleged cruelty to fowls on the part of 


Jewish poultry dealers. :-These men are well-known. They trade in our market- 
places and appear to be habitual offenders. The case against them is their habit 
of attempting to pack too many birds in a single crate—ninety fowls in six Cases is

My friend was 
tickled immensely. These queer expressions are worthy of being collected, though 


a friend tells me that this one is occasionally affected in non-Jewish circles. Who 
criginated it, I wonder ? 


A plea put forward in this column some time ago, to the effect that the 
moving pictures of Jewish interest should be subject to Jewish censorship or 
supervision, has been echoed by a Brooklyn expert. He goes farther, and 
suggests that the remedy is in the hands of a people who consider themselves 
immoderately burlesqued. He advises us: ‘Should you come across errors of 
this kind, no matter whether such errors be intentional or otherwise, you should 
make it your duty to write a letter of protest to the motion-picture company 
responsible for the same.”

THE DECLINING BIRTH-RATE,

able to seize the opportunities presented by the new system of capital. Their 
cess in commerce was due toa large extent tothe several innovations they 
troduced; reduced prices, substitution, small profits and quick returns, 
attention to waste products, payment by instalments. They were prominent as 
organisers of large stores and as caterers. The first coffee-house opened 

England—and perhaps in the world—was one kept in Oxford in 1650 
by a gentleman named _= Jacobs, There were comparatively few Jews 
engaged in finance; it was the big names—such as Rothschild and Seligman— 
which frightened people. On the Stock Exchange the percentage of Jews was said 
to be: in London six per cent., in New York twelve, jn Berlin twelve, and in 
t rankfort a little higher. The dispersion of Jews had facilitated their success as 

\pitalistic undertakers, another contributing factor being their aptyess for foreig: 
languages, There were many cases in history—a good example that of the Huguenots 

in which dissenters became successful in commerce. That Jews were not one- 
s.ded was amply shown by their contributions to the Socialist movement, of which 
a Jew was the grandfather (Ricardo), the father (Karl Marx), and the organiser 
(Lassalle). Dr. Epstein. in dealing with the Jewish working classes, was unable to 
e.plain the large numbers who took to tailoring (and little light was shed on the 
s.bject when it was raised in the discussion which followed the lecture). He urged 
nconclusion that the. problem of the Jewish birth-rate, which was not only 


declining but was lower than the non-Jewish birth-rate, was one that had to be 
faced.

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tients. The programme comprised Borodin's Trio in A, No. 1, Waldo Warner's 
Phantasy Quartette in D, No. 2, and Debussy’s Trio in G minor Op. 10, and by 
their interpretations the artists showed the wisdom of their choice, playing with a 
delicacy and blend of feeling that made their work of considerable artistic value. 

A violin recital is always of interest to lovers of that instrument, but when two 
such brilliant artists as Miss Isolde Menges and M. Daniel Melsa join forces for a 
recital of violin duets it is only natural that the public attention should be great. 
At their concert, therefore, on Tuesday afternoon week at Bechstein Hall, a large 
audience assembled for a programme that was entirely artistic both in texture and 
execution. Though differing so prominently in individual style and temperament, 
the work of the two artists was surprisingly ideal as regards balance and blend of 
tone and perfection of ensemble. Particularly was this noticeable in Handel's G 
minor Sonata and Sinding's Serenade. Solos of smaller works served to show the 
individual excellences of the players and_were most sympathetically accompanied 
by Mr. Hamilton Harty, while if variety were needed, it was excellently supplied 
by the singing of Miss Eugenie Croft, a young singer of the Bravura school. Miss 
Menges announces three concerts, in conjunction with Mr. Hamilton Harty, to 
take place on the next three Thursday evenings at Bechstein Hall. 

Mr. Lloyd Powell has made himself well known for his technical abilities, 
and at his pianoforte recital last week at AZolian Hall he increased his reputation 
still further by his masterly performance of music, chosen perhaps more with a 
view to display his particular qualities than from the standpoint of the listener. 
Glazounow’s Sonata in B Flat Minor, Op. 74, is unfamiliar enough to be 
unhackneyed, while at the same time it gives ample opportunity to display the 
technical ability both of composer and player. _Works of Bach and Chopin were 
rendered with great brilliance and manual command. 

A London Symphony Orchestra concert will be given at (Queen's Hall on 
Monday evening, under the baton of M. Verbrugghen. The programme includes 
Beethoven's “ Eroica” Symphony, and a new work by Donald Tovéy. Last 
week's novelty was an Overture entitled “ Heroic” by Mr. Montagu Phillips. As 
a writer of songs, this composer is well-known, and among his other ort hestral 
works the “ Boadicea ” Overture stands out prominently. The “Heroic” Over 
ture thoroughly bears out its title; martial in the true sense of the word, without 
being military, it embodies the new spirit of the age and forms a fine epitome of 
the virile in music. 

The individual concerts of last week have been numerous and include recitals 
of Miss Myra Hess, Miss Helen Sealy, who joined forces with Mr. Arthur De 
Greef, the second trio-concert of Mmes. Fanny Davies, Guilhermina Suggia, and 
Jelly Aranyi, Blanche Marchesi's concert for artists’ funds, and the interesting 
concert given by the Independent Music Club at the Boudoir Theatre, Kensington, 
at which Dr. Sommervelle’s song-cycle “ Maud” was excellently sung by Mr. 
Dawson Freear, with Mr.. Regimald Clarke at the piano

Two pew plays and two new -revivals were seen on Saturday night. “In 
Time of War” is the title of the new melodrama at the Lyceum, and “ For 
England, Home and Duty ° wasthe new production at the Prince's. The revivals 
were those of “‘Henry of Navarre” at the Strand and “ The Dairymaids © at the 
Aldwych. 

At the Kingsway, on Monday night, the Liverpool Commonwealth Company 
revived Mr. Hubert Henry Davies's sparkling comedy, “ Cousin Kate,” with Miss 
Madge McIntosh in the name part and Mr. Percy Marmont in the réle of Heath 
Desmond, originally played by Mr. Cyril Maude.

Sir Herbert Trte’s next production at His Majesty's will be a new play, 
 Marie-Odile,” by Mr. Edward Knoblauch, which has already made a strong 
impression in New York. The scene is laid in an Alsatian convent during the war 
of 1870, and the action springs out of the invasion of its cloistered calm bya 
detachment of Uhlans. 

Mr. Colin Messer, a young playwright and dramatic author, the creator and 
composer of phantasies set to classical music, for purposes of ballet and classical 
dances will, on Monday, June 14th, make his debut as manager in a London 
theatre, taking charge of the destinies of the Coronet Theatre until further notice.

On the opening night English 
artists will also appear and an artistic souvenir programme will be presented 
to members of the audience. The entire proceeds of this night will be handed 
over to the Croix Rouge Francaise (French Red Cross).
